The Hiftory of ZE M-ALZZAM AN, Prince of

BUCH were the People that attacked us

Cruel Apem ! execrable Mon- 
ſter! What could that adorable Princeſs have done 
to you, to deſerve ſuch inhuman Uſage? Ah! *tis 
impoſſible that I ſhould ſurvive her; then he gave 
', Orders for our going on to Cejanda, where we arri- 
ved in two Hours, then his Affliction gathered new 
Strength, he thought to have died at the Sight of the 
bloody robe of his Wife, which he peremptorily com- 
manded ſhould be brought him, and having wet it 
with a ſhower of Tears, he commanded a nwſt beau- 
tiful Monument to be erected to the Memory of 
that incomparable Lady.

Ix vain did the Merchant reafon with me on this 
Head, I conſtran'd him to take an Acknowledgment, 
that it was not by his Means I was expos'd to any Mi- 
fortune. I only required of him, that on no Account 
he ſhould divulge this Story, or my Reaſon for do- 
ing what I did. Nay, I threatned his Life, in caſe 
my Widow's Character ſuffered. Things thus ad- 

: juſted, 
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juſted, I cauſed my Beard to be ſhaved, and put my- 
ſelf into a Dreſs ſuitable to my new Employ. My 
Merchant went next to Margeon, and told her, that 
hearing ſhe wanted a Slave, he had brought One,

Mu charming Widow imagined that Reflection 
would not fail to make me lay aſide my Project, and 
was quite ſurprized when the Merchant made this 
Propoſal to her.

Schemes were overturned, in the Manner I ſhall ex- 
plain to you. | 


No ſooner was I entered the Doors but Marg eon 
began to look upon me with a ſevere Eye, Mani (ſaid 
ſhe} for that was the Name which the Slave-M-r- 
chant had given me, I believe I have made a pretty 
good Purchaſe in buying you. I do not doubt but 
you will ſerve me faithfully ; go to my Houſe in the 
Country, take this Letter for the Steward, I have 
given him to underſtand in it, that he ſhould appoint 
you Iuſpector over the Workmen in the Gardens; 
go, it will not be long before I come thither, and 
then | will ſee how you have diſcharged that Em- 
ployment. How much ſoever, I was afflicted with 
the Severity of this Command, yet reſolving to fulfil 
what I had undertaken, I kiſl:-d the Hem of her 
Garment, and received the Letter, tho' as I retired 
I could not help ſhedding of Tears, which ſhe faw 
plainly enough, and then without making any Re- 
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monſtances, I ſet out for the Place to which I was 
deſtin'd. As I had all my Life been very much ad-

ally of your Behaviour ; but in Caſe you get through

As 
he had the Cloaths by him, which I had laid aſide 
when he carried me to the Widow, he brought them 
out: Here Sir, ſaid he, are the Robes which you leſt 
with me, and which I have kept as carefully as the 
Secret of you Slavery; but for Heaven's fake tell 
me, how came this unhappy Accident of your being 
Dumb? I not being in a Condition to make him an 
Anſwer, ſignifyed as much to him by Signs, and hav- 
ing put on my Cloaths, 1 went to my own Houſe, 


As it was a whole Year ſince my Mother had ei- 
ther ſeen me, or heard the leaſt News of me, ſhe 
was plunged into the moſt deep Diſpair ; ſometimes 
ſhe fancied I had been Killed by ſome Rival, at other 

Times ſhe thought ſome Jealous Huſband had diſ- 
patch'd me into another World. You may gueſs 
then with how much Joy ſhe received me, when by 
my Preſence I put an End to all Apprehenſions of 
that Kind, ſhe fell upon my Neck, and wept over me 
with a Tenderneſs the moiſt ſincere, Oh! cry'd ſhe, 
by what Adventure my Dear Son have you been ſo 
long with-held from me ? or what Reaſons could they 
Le that hindred you from Writing to me in this 'Time? 
How could you abandon me to ſo much Bitterneſs of 
Sorrow ? Or how could you expreſs ſo little Affection 
towards a Mother who loves you ſo much? While 
ſhe was ſpeaking, the good old Woman be-dewed me 
with Tears.

Cauſe of my Dumbneſs, this In- 
creaſed, inſtead of leſſening her Aſtoniſhment; but 
at laſt perceiving - that there was no Signs of Sadneſs 
in my Face; ſhe became more ealy' and laid aſide 
' thoſe extraordinary Signs of Grief, which at firſt 
* ſhe had ſhewn. Ihe oddity of my Behaviour made 
ſuch a Noiſe, that all my Relations, and even my 
Slaves came flocking about me, and aſked ſuch a 
Multitude of embarraſſing Queſtions, that if I had 
been inclined to anſwer them, it would have a little 
puazled me; but I continued obſtinately Deaf to all 
they ſaid, computing myſelf exactly like a Mute, ſtu- 
dying however to expreſs myſelf as intelligible as poſũ- 
ble, by Signs and Geſtures, They were no leſs ſur- 
rized than my.

Mingrelia is my 
Country, my Father had the Honour to enjoy a 
conſiderale Poſt in the Armies of the Sxl:tan, our 
Monarch. He gave the Name of Abou/aina to her, 
you hear fo coldly ; but was unfortunately ſlain 
when I was but eight Years old, in Combat with 
the King of Georgia. My poor Mother who lo- 
ved him moſt 0 expired with Grief on the 
News; to recompenſe the vaſt Loſſes our unhappy 
Family had ſuſtained, my two Siſters and mylelf, 
were put into the Band of five hundred Slaves, 
the Conquering Enemy demanded as the Condi- 
tion, without which they would not ſo much as 
hear of. Peace, As for my unfortunate Siſters, I 
know not what is become of them, they were but 
in their Infarcy, and ſcarce able of apprehend- 
ing their Misfortune for me, having attained my

As ſhe knew how to 
undo me, it appeared to me abſolutely neceſſary for 
me not to quarrel. with her, or even to let her go a- 
way, at all out of Humour : From theſe Confidera- 
tions, I endeavoured by Signs to make her ſenſible,

Thus I was again embarraſed, 
but remembring ſome cordial Waters I had in my 
Cloſet, immediately betook myſelf to them, and en- 
deavouring to apply them,. her Robe flew open, and 
diſcovered to me a Boſom whiter than the driven 
Snow, and which uired a Conſtancy, ſettled as 
mine, to prevent the Beholder's Heart from being 
ſtruck with Love.

Ir is impoſſible for Words to expreſs to you, 
into what a terrible Condition I was plunged, at 
'beholding this melancholly Scene, till at laſt my 
extream Grief at the faint and often interrupt&d 
Speech of Margeon, whoſe Hands I all this while 
held in mine, and bedewed them with my Tears, 
quite overcame my rational Faculties, ſo that I ſunk 
into a Swoon at her Feet; how long time I continu- 
ed in that Condition, is not poſſible for me to ſay ;

I an- 
ſwered not to theſe Diſcourſes, but half Saffocated 
with my Tears, abandoned myſelf to inconſolable 
Deſpair, and my Spirits being quite exhauſted, I fel! 
again into a Swoon, out of which I recovered and 
relapſed ſeveral Times, in which J knew not any 
thing that was done about me ; only I remember that 
they forced a little Cordial down my Throat, I after- 
wards became more ſenſeleſs, falling firſt into a Slum- 
ber, and at laſt into a kind of a lethargick Sleep. It 
is impoſſible tor me to ſay how long I remained in 
this State ; but at lait awaking, I was wonderfully 
furprized to find my ſelf in a moſt magnificent Cham- 
ber, which was furniſhed and adorned in a manner 
wholly new, and extraordinary Birds of the fineſt 
Voices, ſinging in golden Volaries, who by their me- 
lodious Notes, uſhered in the coming Day ; but what 
amazed me more than all, was, that I perceived Mar-

« you, you have ſhewn there is nothing equal to your 
« Merit; accept then, the Office of Grand Vixier, 
* diſpoſe of my Treaſure, as you think fit, that my

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People may enjoy under your Admiriflration, all 
& thoſe Benefits which naturally flow from a Pru- 
« dence wonderfully Great, and an Integrity never 
e to be equall'd. In the mean Time, give Mar- 
© geon immediate Notice of what has happened, and 
« that it is my Pleaſure ſhe ſhould eſpouſe you pub- 
% lickly in Three Days, and that I will give the 
© moſt magnificent Entertainments on that Occaſion, 
© In the Interim, take you the Care of my Finan- 
e ces, I will take upon me the Execution of what is 
« propoſed, and I find myſelf ſo much mended by the 
“ Sight and Converſation of a Man whom I eſteem 
« the Guardian of my Kingdom, as well as the Pre- 
« ſeryer of my Life, that I doubt not but I ſhall ſpeedi- 
« ly recover a ſettled State of Health.” 


Wurn I preſented myſelf before the Sallan, I 
confeis 1 was afraid of declining the Marriage of his 
Siſter, would have chang'd the Su/7an's favourable Sen- 
timents for me, and even have endanger'd my Lite ; 
but I was reſolv'd to hazard even that for my Paſſi- 
on for Mas geon, rather than not to conclude that Ad- 
venture with the ſame Fidelity with which it began.

a famous Kingdom on the Coaſt of Malabar. Thence 
we failed again, and I in Deſpair believing all lot

My Deſpair hindred not 
my giving our Crew ſtrict Orders not to diſcover ei- 
ther the Quality of myſelf, or of Mei, the Vixier of 
the Sea; and in the midſt of my Misfortunes, *twas 
ſome Conſolation to ſee them faithfully retain the Se- 
cret, ſo that if any Thing offered, our Rank hinder-

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the Booty, I and the Yizizr fell to the Share of the 
Governor of the Town, who, according to their Cul. 
tom, has the Tenth of the Priſoners. Finding this, 
I quitted at once all hope, I began to think ſeriouſly 
of executing the Deſign I had formed againſt my 
Life. As it is common for Perſons under ſuch kind 
of Sorrows, to ſhew ſome outward Signs of Diſorder : 
Me/i ſoon perceived that ſome fatal Thing was re- 
ſolving in my Breaſt.

T 1s ſoothing Diſcourſe, calmed a little the Vio- 
lence of my Grief, and I reſolved to reſign myſelf 
intirely to the Decrees of Providence, and attend pa- 
tiently whatever Event, it thought proper to ſend in 
my Affairs. 


I had been about three Weeks with my new Ma- 
ſter, and heard with Satisfaction all his Slaves praiſe 
him. One Day he ordered me to be called into the 
Palace, and as ſoon as J entered; Mani, ſaid ho 


(that 
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(that as it was the Name I took when I ſerved my 
dear Widow, ſo I made uſe of it again on this Occa- 
fion.) © My Son is to be married in fifteen Days, 
* and I intend to honour the Nuptials with a Play 
as I have promiſed the Ladies of the Serial, and to 
* his intended Spouſe, who takes Delight in ſuch 
„% Diverſions.” Sir (replyed I to the Governour, 
whoſe Name was Almamon) 1 delighted in Shows all 
my Life, there never paſſed a Company of Come- 
dians through Aden, but I followed them immediate- 
ly; if you pleaſe to have a Theatre erected in the 
great Hall, your Orders ſhall be executed with the 
utmoſt Expedition. That is exactly what I would 
have, anſwered Almamon, I will have you manage 
the Affair in this Apartment where we are, in the 
beſt manner you can; ſhe whom I deſign for my 
Daughter in-Law, lives in the Palace, where ſhe 
has been brought up from four Years Old. I obferve

all my Treoſure on board a Ship, which I will cauſe 
to be well equipped, we will altogether ſet out on our 
Return to Aden.

The Hiſtory of the Adventures of 


KATIFE and MARGEON, 


were all extreamly rejoiced at the Re- 
ſolution of Alouriam; he loſt no Time 
in executing what he had projected, and 
> when all was ready, as he had more than 
Y forty Slaves of different Countries, be 

ordered them all into his Preſence about 
an Hour before our Departure. My Friends (ſaid 
he to them) I am well contented with your Ser- 
« vices, and am now going to give you eflential

We inſtantly carried all his Riches on 
Board the Veſſel he had equipped, under Pretence of 
cruiing, and to which Meſtri at the Beginning of the 
Night, had conveyed all our Friends well armed, 
thus we inſtantly ſet ſail, following the Factors Veſſel 


for Aden, 
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As we had the moſt favourable Wind we could 
have choſe, our Voyage was as happy as poſſible, till 


we came near Zocotora; but in that Point the Wind 


changed ſuddenly, and we were forced back to Sea 
with great Violence, and the ſame Wind continuing 
for more than fifteen Days, put us entirely out of our

Tu Philoſopher's Orders were executed on the 
Spot. Nour was made free by the Cady, and after- 
wards eſpouſed to Soffar. The Emotions ſhe had felt 
that Day were fo violent, that it was with great Pain 
that ſhe was carried to the Houſe of her Huſband, 
where ſhe was delivered of me at ſeven Months. My 
Father was ſo tranſported with Joy, that he named 
me Mafſiud, which ſignifies Fortunate, believing no

Mx Mother, with abundance of Tears, kiſſed her 
Maſter's Hand, and ſenſibly touched with this Genero- 
ſity, redoubled her Care in the Oeconomy of his Houle; 
yet notwithitanding all the Satisfaction ſhe might have 
enjoyed there, ſhe was ſeized with ſo black and fatal a 
Melancholy, that ſhe ſurviv'd my Father not above 
8 Months, 


I was but two Years old when J loſt my Mother, 
of whoſe Death I was in a great Meaſure the innocent 
Cauſe, for I never had found from her the leaſt Sign 
of maternal Kindneſs. However the Philoſopher con- 
tinued his Bounty to me ; 1 was brought up with the 
Woman who nurſed me, ti!

I found myſelf expoſed to the utmoit Miſery ; when 
by Accident there paſſed through Schirax, a Com- 
any of Dancers, who had for their Chief an old 
Wants who had been eſteemed the bet Actreſs in 
the Eaſt. She found me in a deep Study, fitting upon 
a Stone, at the Corner of a Street, and in a Situa- 
tion, that made her eaſily underſtand the deplorable 


State I was in; ſhe took. Pity on me, and being in- 


formed of the Cauſe of my Sorrow, and of the Mi- 
ſery in which ſhe found me, ſhe propoſed to me to 
enter myſelf of her Company; the Condition I was 
in, permitted me to refuſe nothing, ſo I accepted of 
her offer without any Heſitation, and that good Wo- 
man immediately carried me to her Houſe, which was 


in the Suburbs of Schiraz, which ſhe had taken for 
herſelf and Company. 


As I was then ſcarce thirteen Years of Age, and 
for that Reaſon was not fit to play the Part of a Man, 
ſhe had no ſooner brought me into her Chamber, 
than ſhe choſe for me the Habit and Head-dreſs of 
a Woman, and made me put them on; and finding I 
looked very hardiome in that Diſguiſe, ſhe told me

iven me, ſhe thought me capable of performing the 
Bl Parts, and I aniwered ſo well, the good Opinion 
ſhe had for me, that all the Lords in . and the 
other Cities through which we paſt, did not fail to 
ſend for us to their Houſes, and by the Reputation 
we had of being a very compleat Company, our Go- 
verneſs gained a great deal of Money. 


You are ſenſible, illuſtrious Perizes, that the 
Dancers are diſtined to ge the Publick in more 
than one Capacity, and a very great Number of 
young Gentlemen, who took me for a Woman, made 
their Addreſſes to me; but the Directreſs of the 
Company who would not (for what Reaſon I cannot 
tell) Taff r me to be known for what I really was, 
never failed when we went through the City, to 
make me put on a pair of black taff-ty Drawers, ſhe 
hindred by that, as ſhe thought, the Deſigns of all 
thoſe who admired me, from making any rude At- 
tempts ; but as ſhe would, without any juſt Reaſon, 
conceal my Sex, in the End her Care was the Cauſe 
of my being ſeperated from the Company by a very 
ſingular Adventure. 


Tur Widow of the Governor of Tauris, (where 
we then were, whole Name was Ra udah, a Lady 
of about eight and twenty, was juſt upon marrying 
her Daughter, who was ſcarce twelve — old, to a 
young Lord in that City, the Wedding was made with 
great Magnificence, and you may believe, we were 
called to adorn the Feaſt, where we performed our 
Parts to the general Satisfaction of all preſent ; 
there was ſcarce one young Lord in the Compa- 

ny,

ny, that did not regard me with the Eyes of Love, 
or had not ſome Deſign on my Perſon. 


Tur Governor's Widow perceived it, and cau- 
ſing our Directreſs to be called to her, ſhe aſked, how 
long I had been in that Company ; about two Years, 
Madam, (replied ſhe) and that young Girl would 
not enter, but on Condition, that whenever we came 
into any City, ſhe ſhould always be allowed to wear 
black Drawers ; ſhe has no Inclination to perform all 
the Functions of common Dancers, and I agreed 
that ſhe ſhould live in all Things according to her 
own Fancy, without any Moleſtation. 


Tun Widow was ſenſibly touched with theſe 
Sentiments of Virtue, which our Miſtreſs aſſured her 
I had; this Lidy made a long and moral Diſ- 
courſe to her, at which ſhe ſeemed to be much con- 
cerned ; but alas] Remonſtrances are not long re- 
membred by People who have paſt all their Days in 
that Manner. The good Widow would fain have 
made her promiſe to quit her Profe ſſion, and to be 
certain that ſhe would keep her Word, ſhe offered 
her three Thouſand Pieces of Gold, if ſhe would ſtay 
and live with her. Our Directreſs found herſelf 
very much embarraſſed at this Propoſition, which 
would be of ill Conſequence to her, becauſe ſhe had 
no Mind to ſtay in Tauris, therefore ſhe took az Re- 
ſolution upon the Spot to depart the very next Dy; 


however, ſhe made no Heſitation to commit me inta 
the Hands, of Racudab. 


I was exceedingly aſtoniſhed, when the old Wo- 
man cauſed me to be called, and told me, that I now 
belonged to the fine Widow, not in the Nature of a 
Slave, but as a Girl, to whom ſhe had taken a par- 
ticular Fancy, ſhe admires your Virtue (ſaid ſhe) and 
will have you for a Companion, I made broad Signs 
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to the Directreſs, that I knew not how to deliver 
myſelf out of the Embarraſsment in which ſhe was 
going to leave me. She received in my Preſence the 
Three Thouſand Pieces of Gold, and as ſhe embra- 
ced me, to take her final Adieu, play your Part well, 
my dear Child, (ſaid the ſoftly) and lay hold of this 
favourable Opportunity to make your Fortune glo- 
rious, and without ſtaying for an Anſwer, ſhe went 
away, leaving me with Raoudah.

My Lord (ſaid Zarat Alriadb, to him, with much 
Modeſty) Love, and Hope; but you are not igno— 
rant that I depend entirely on Hebat-Alladb, obtain me 
from him, and be aflured, if he commands me to re- 
ceive your Vows, you will not find me in the leaſt 
diſpleaſed at ſuch a Union. My Father threw him- 
ſelf at the Princeſs's Feet, which he embraced with 
great Ardour, expreſſing the moſt lively Acknowledg- 
ments for ſo vaſt a Favour ; but hearing a Noiſe in 
the next Chamber, he judged it proper to diſappear 
that Moment, and by that Time he had re- aſſumed 
the Form of a Fly, the Sultan of Carizme, having 
cauſed the Cloſet Door to be opened, entered, bear- 
ing in his Face the Tokens of violent Melancholly. 


Au! my Child (cried he) I am come juſt now 
from being informed, that the Tartar has Spies in 
Carizme, and I tremble with Concern while IJ tell 
you, that both you and I would have been this 
very Night delivered into his Hands, if I had not 
happily diſcovered the Enterprize ; the 'Traitors are 
already Executed with the molt exquiſite Tortures ; 
I have cauſcd the Guards to be doubled, and con- 
Ggned all the Ports of this City to the Care of ſuch 
Perſons, as are of aſſured Fidelity; but the greatelt 
Trouble I now have, is, that Nemar has ſent me a 
Defiance, He has an Elephant of ſo prodigious a 
Size, that the like of him was never ſeen for Force 
and Courage; he made ſo great a Ravage in the laſt 
Battle, that all our People are ſenſible how much he 
is to be fearcd, 
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Tas Tartar propoſes to me to make a Combat, 
between this Monſter, and a Man, or any Beaſt of 
Strength I ſhall pleaſe to chooſe, on Condition, that 
if he is vanquiſhed, the Sultan will immediately de- 
part with all his Troops: But it the Elephant is 
Conqueror, you and I thall be delivered up to his 
Mercy. I have aſſembled all my Council on this 
Occaſion, but I perceived nothing but Fear in all their 
Faces : I cauſed the Defiance of Nemar to be publiſhed 
throughout Carizme ; but none of our Subjects have 
been daring enough to preſent themſelves ; in ſhort, 
Nemar has ſent me Word, that if I do not give him 
an Anſwer this Night, he will 'To-morrow make a 
general Aſſault, and put all to the Sword. 


Tur Princeſs was extreamly alarmed at this News; 
but recollecting herſelf and confiding in the Pro- 
miſes which Abderaim had made her.

Brave unknown (replied the Sultan) whoever 


you are, you could not have come about an Aff ir 


fo difficult, without the Aid of ſome ſupernatural 
Power; if you believe me, I ſwear to you, by all 
that is moſt Sacred in our Religion, that I will give 
you the Princeſs to Wife, provided ſhe will Conſent, 
I ask no more, my Lord (replied Alderaim.) Be plea- 
ſed to let the Sultan of Tartars know, that he may 
fend his Elephant To-morrow to the Place, which 
he appointed you for the Combat, and I will ſend a 

Lion to oppeſe him, who. will not be afraid of his 
BL. mighty 
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mighty Size, and after he has gained the Victory over 
this monſtrous Animal, you ſhall ſee me at the Head 
of your Soldiers, treading under our Feet the Tar- 
tars, *till you ſhall have no longer Reaſon to fear 
their Numbers.

The HisToky of ARB DERAITM, re- 
counted by Mov 1 AD. 


RE UA HE Promiſes of Abderaim, had fo 
(Bs 24 great an Appearance of Truth, and 

= YA} the ſincere Manner in which he 
made them, had ſo powerful an Ef- 
fect on the Sultan of Carizme, that 
he re aſſumed his former Serenity of 
Mind, and ſent Word to Nemar, that 
he accepted his Conditions, and at the Head of 'Ten 
Thouſand Men, the next Morning would conduct a 
Lion out of the City, to the Plain, which faced the 
principal Gate, in order to enter the Combat with 
this famous Elephant. If this anſwer aſtoniſhed the 
Sultan of Tartars, it cauſed a univerſal Joy through- 
out all Carizme, every one waited for the Day with 
extream Impatience. 


During 
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Dvrixc this Time, Hebat Ailadb, to encourage 
my Father, thought it roger to introduce him to the 
beautiful Princeſs, and preſenting him to her. Said, 
my dear Daughter, this young Warrior is the Perſon 
in whom I place all my Hopes. Notwithſtanding, 
the many and extream Difficulties which he has to 
encounter, I have an entire Confidence in every 
Thing he ſays, and make not the leaſt doubt, but that 
he will totally deſtroy our Enemy ; on which Con- 
dition, I flatter myſelf, that you will receive him as 


your Spouſe without Reluctance. 


ZARAT ALRIADAH ſeigned to be extreamly 
ſurprized at the Sight of Abderaim: My Lord (ſaid 
ſhe to the Sultan) I receive your Orders with that 
Submiſſion, which I ſo juſtly owe to my Father, and 
my King, and have a perfect Faith in the Promiſes 
of him whom you preſent me ; becauſe he is. the 
ſame Perſon I ſaw this Morning in my Chamber, 
whoſe Preſence put me in ſo great a Fright, that I 
ſcarce at that Time knew, whether it was a Reality 
or a Dream; he certainly is indowed with a ſuper- 
natural Power, and able to execute Things, which 
to common Underſtanding may ſeem impoſſible. 


Tuk Sultan could not forbear Laughing at the 
whimſical Notion of his Daughter. Ah ! my Child 
(ſaid he) forget your nightly Viſion, and recommend 
your future Spouſe, to the Care and Favour of our 
Great Prophet. My Lord, replied Abderaim, the 
Princeſs is not miſtaken, I dare aſſure you, that 
what ſhe has told you on that Subject is not an Illu- 
ſion. I do not comprehend you (cried the Sultan, 
ſmiling) who believed that my Father had only a 
Mind to flatter the fair Lady's Imagination. Let us 
at preſent think of nothing but over coming an Ene- 


my, from whom I have ſuffered too many Out- 


rages. 
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Tuær (ſaid Abderiam) is my Buſineſs, and IT once 
more aſſure you, that by this Time To-morrow, you 
will find a great Change in your Affairs. May the 
Prophet ſecond your Endeavours (ſaid the Sultan] but 
it is now Time to retire, and leave the Princeſs at 
Liberty ; after the uſual Compliment, he conducted 
my Father to a magnificent Collation, and when Sup- 


per was over, to an Apartment in the Palace, prepared, 


for. his Repoſe. 


Tux next Morning, by break of Day, Hebat Alla4h 
went out to Ca- ixme, at the Head of Jen T'houſand 
Men, and found the Elepbant on the Plain, whom the 
Tartars irritated to the Combat, 'till that Animal be- 
gan to be impatient at not ſeeing his Enemy. But in 
a ſmall Time they perceived coming out of the City, 


a monſtrous Lion, who by the beating his Flanks with | 


his Tail, and his terrible Roar, gave the Tartars to 
urderſtand the Indignation he was in, at being obliged 
to fight with an Animal, ſo much unworthy of his 
Courage. 


BEeFoOR#E I proceed to the Recital of the Com- 
bat. Illuſtrious Perizes (continued Mauiad) it is fit 
that I ſhould remind youu {though without doubt you 
know it much better than 1) that all Animals of the 
ſame Specie bave among th-mſelves a Signal, or Ar- 
ticulation of Voice, by which they underſtand one 
another. My Father having been informed of this 
by Margeon-Banou, ſoon as he was left alone in his 
Apartment, the Evening before the Combat, he 
opened the Window of his Chamber, and taking the 
Form of a Fh, flew out, and deſcended in the midſt 
of the City, and took the Form of a Rat, where by 
ſetting upa Cry, by which theſe little Animals is un- 
derſtood as a Call, he aſſembled in leſs than half an 
Hour, all the Kats in the City to him ; and having 
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in their Language explained to them the whole Affair, 
he put himſelf at their Head, and led them out at the 
Port, to the Number of Fight Thouſand ; and on 
their firſt Entrance into the Camp of Tartars, he d {- 
tributed his Troops into ſeveral Quarters of the' Army, 
each of which punCtually obſerving the Orders of their 
Chief, ranged themſelves in the Cordage of the 7a, 
tars Bows, who were at that Time in a found Sleep, 
and executed their Commiſſion ſo exactly, that all the 
Cords were knawed in ſuch a Manner, that the hung 
but by a ſingle Thread. 


Tuis Operation was performed with great Silence, 
and after my Father had conducted the Rats again into 
the City, be re took his own Form, and repoſed him- 
ſelf ſome Hours, On the great expected Morning, 
he was found in the chief Place of the City of Ca- 
rizme, in the Form of a Lion, attended with two 
black Slaves, that were ſent to him by Margeon Ban, 
= by whom he was conducted to the appointed 

tage. | 


Tas Elephant, and the Lian, after having for 
ſome Time viewed each other, with Eyes ſparkling 
with Rage and Fury, began fo terrible a Combat, 
that the like had never been ſeen ; if the E/phant 
had prodigious Strength, the Lion was invulnerable, 
and endowed with extream Agility, he attacked the 
Elephant with ſo much Violence and Cunning, that 
it was with the greateſt Difficulty in the World that 
Animal deſcended himſelf from his Teeth and Claws ; 
in vain did he employ his Trunk againſt the Lion, 
though he ſtruck him with all his Force, in vain did 
he endeavour to gripe him with his Teeth, the Lion 
ſtill baffled all the Attacks of his Enemy; at laſt, af. 
ter an Hours Combat, the Lion ſeized hold of his 
Trunk, and cut it with his Teeth, at the ſame Mo- 
ment with his Tallents, claw'd out both his * 
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The Elphait, thus blinded and overcome, his Ad- 
verſary ſeized hold of his Throat, and ſtrangled him 


on the Spot, with as much Eaſe, as if he had been 
only a ſimple Deer. 


Tu Citizens of Carizme, who from the Walls 
were Spectators of the Victory, ſet up a loud Cry of 
Joys and the Ten Thouſand Men, who were headed 

y Hebat Alladh, having anſwered their Shout; 
the Tartars were extreamly enraged, and by the Or- 
der of Nemar, advanced a great Pace to chaſtiſe their 
Inſolence; but Abderiaz., who had by this Time re- 
aſſumed his own Shape, and joined the Suan of Ca- 
rizme, bid the Tartars Defiance, who upon endea- 
vouring to make uſe of their Bows, were firuck with 
the greateſt Surprize, when they found they were ren- 
dered intirely uſeleſs. Frightened at an Adventure fo 
extraordinary, and pierced in every Part by the Darts 
of the Carizmians, who ſoon caſting away their other 
Arms, aſſaulted them Sabre in Hand, they loſt all 
their Courage, and in leſs than four Houts, there was 
not a ſingle Tartar left alive. 


My Father who with great Eagerneſs ſearched 
for the cruel Nemar, with much Pains found him, 
and after an obſtinate Combat, having vanquiſhed 
him, he cut off his Head, and according to his Pro- 
miſe threw it at the Feet of the Sultan of Carizme. 
At the Sight of which, and after ſo compleat a Vic- 
tory, the Glory of which belonged intirely to Abdo- 
riam, it is eaſy to judge of the Joy of Hebat Alladb, 
and the Princeſs, who Julty regarded him as the So- 
1 Deliverer of themſelves and the whole King- 

om. 


Tur Monarch, in order to perform punctually 
the Promiſe he had made my Father, cauſed the 
Marriage betwixt him and the Princeſs Zarat Alriadb, 
to 
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to be celebrated with great Magnificence the ſame 
Day. | | 


Ir is impoſſible to expreſs the extream Satisfaction 
my Father and his Spouſe erjoy*d during three Months, 
in Which there was nothing but continual Feaſts, and 
Rejoicings; but ſoon after the Sultan, having a Mind 
to have Abderiam declared his Succeſſor, reſolved to 
make a Progreſs through all the Cities in his Domini- 
ons, and to oblige them to take the Oath of Fidelity 
to his favourite Son-in-Law. 


H x accordingly put this Deſign in Execution, and 
being arrived at a City (the Name of which 1 have 
forgot) but it was ſituate near the Sea ; the Governor, 
after having entertained his Royal Gueſts, with great 
Magnificence, for ſeveral Days, invited them to go 
and ſee the Beds of Pearl, which were formed but

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ZARAT ALRIADH, after having read 
theſe long Inſtructions ſeveral Times over, and re- 
peated the Words therein commanded, heſitated not 
a Moment, but drank the Water which ſtood in a 
Bottle on the Table, by the Side of the Book; and 
inſtantly found herſelf covered with Feathers, and 
advancing in the Air, ſhe took her Flight towards 
Egypt. fn ſeven Days ſhe arrived at the Mountain, 
extreamly fatigued ; however, all the Birds being aſ- 
ſembled, ſhe approached to that Bird which was 
faſtened by the Beak to the Rock, and with great 
Courage and Spirit combated all thoſe who pretended 
to diſpute the Place with her, till at laſt ſhe made 
herſelf Miſtreſs of it.

Wa- 
ter, if thou wilt throw me the 'I'hird Cherry, I 
ſwear to thee, by the Throne of our Prophet (reply'd 
my Mother) I will do it: Ihen Scheitax Couli nuving 
li up my Father above the Waves of the Sea, 
he no ſooner pronounced the Myttick Words, and

ſoon as he enter'd he was reſtqr u to bis on Form, 
and tenderly embraced my Mother and me; it was 
remarkable, that I ceas'd Crying from the Moment 
I faw his Face.

Tu E wicked Fairy who diligently watched, be- 
lieving the Metamorphoſe of my Father would ſoon 
be ended, was extreamly ſurprized, when as ſoon as 
ſhe received the third Cherry, ſhe perceived that A5 
deraim was no lorger in her Power; the Violence of 
her Rage is not to be imagined, and in order to be 
revenged on us, ſhe raiſed ſo furious a Tempeſt, that 
our Barque was in one Moment toſſtd up to, the 
Clouds, and the next precipitated almoſt to the Bot- 
tom of the Deep. | | 


Wurz this terrible Hurricane laſted, my Fa- 
ther held my Mother in his Arms, vainly imploring 
the Alliſtance of Margeon Banon, Alas! the Year 
was expired, and the Fairy deaf to all his Prayers ; 
at length, after we had been all that Day the Sport 
of the Waves, we were thrown upon a Rock, where 
our Barque ſtruck ; by good Fortune it was well ſlored 
with Proviſions, of which my Father and Mother had 
ercat need, for my Part I was almoſt dying, having 
never taken the Breaſt during all the Tempeſt, 


Tae next Day the Weather being more ſerene, 
Aldiraim judged it * to put to Sea again, and 
after our Seamen had worked hard and got clear of 


the Rock, Zarat Alriadh recounted to her Spouſe all 
that had happened to her in his Abſence, and the 
Manner in which ſhe had ſaved my Life, as likewiſe 
what had been related to her concerning their future 
Parting ; my Father was extreamly touched at the 
Recital, and at the deplorable State we were is. 

' they 
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they were forced to manage with great Oeconemy to 
make the Victuals hold out, the Barque failed on, 
before the Wind for nine Days together, and then a 
violent Storm riſing, it carried us we knew not where, 
nor was there the leaſt Hope left that we ſhould 
eſcape the Fury of the Waves. 


Tux EE Days we continued in this Condition, 
without any Suſtenance, till Nature grew ſo weak, 
that our Sailors were conſtrained to abandon the Care 
of the Barque, and fell down in fainting Fits, which 
nearly reſembled Death, We knew not where we were, 
nor what Sea we traverſed, but after eight Days our 
Barque happily reſted at a Port, where the Inhabi- 
tants received us with great Compaſſion, The State 
we were in excited their Pity, they took a tender 
Care of us, and having carried us to different Houſes, 
they ſpared no Coſt to reſtore us to Health, after the 
dreadful Fatigue we had undergone, 


Tre Town where we were, was ſituated in a 
little Iſland of the Tartarian Sea, near the Kingdom 
of Arian, and as it afforded but little Merchandize, 
ſcarce any Veſſels came thither, it was two Years and 
a half before we ſaw one, and then by Accident, 
there arrived a Ship in the Port, after the Captain 
had ſold his Cargo, he deſigned to fail for the City 
of Bargu, which is ſituated on the Northern Sea, over- 
againſt the Place where the Tartarian River dii- 
charges itſelf into the Sea ; as we could not hope to 
get from where we then were by Land, to the King- 
dom of Carizme, Abderaim waited on the Captain 
of the Veſſel, and preſented him with a Diamond of 
Value, out of many which my Mother had brought 


with her; that Gentleman joyfully ingaged to receive 
us on Board, 


Tunis Captain was in all Appearance a very fine 
Gentleman, but extreamly violent in his Paſſions,

Child, 
they agreed for forty Pieces of Gold, on Condition 
that he waited till the Moment of the Veſſel's De- 
parture, and then we ſhould be delivered to him ;

was in, he felt ſome gleam of Comfort at this gene-

accept it for our Liberty. The Man was ſo charmed 
with my Father's Liberality, that he inſtantly de- 
clared before all his People, that we were no longer 
Slaves, and the very next Day coming into a Port, 
the Name of which I cannot now remember, he ſet 
us on Shoar according to my Father's Deſire. 


As 
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As we had, had a very favourable Wind, we had 
run near two hundred Leagues in four or five Days 
that we were at Sea, by which we found that we 
were a great Diſtance from the Place where we had 
left Zarat Alriadh, and conſequently that ſhe was car- 


ried away from thence, My Father could think of no- 


better Way to retrieve her out of the Hands of the 
| urs" Captain, than to cruize round the Seas, 
or which Purpoſe, with ſome of his Diamonds, he 
purchaſed a Veſſel that was an excellent Sailor, and 
made Choice of a brave and experienced Captain to 
command her. We touched at all the Ports in the 
Northern Ocean, without hearing the leaſt News of 


her. 


T1LL at laſt Abderaim loſing all Hopes of ever re-

Ar length I began to grow very uneafy, at the 
Thoughts * arg left = Father in ſuch a man- 
ner, the extream Sorrow I was ſenſible he ſuffered 
for my Loſs, gave me a moſt ſenſible Diſquiet, I had 
often repented my having entered into ſuch Com- 

ny: If it be really true (faid I to my ſelf) that

Duxrixc the Time that T was reafoning thus with 
myſelf, there arrived at Hiſpaban, another Troop 
of Dancers, who after having ſtay'd there a few Days, 
intended to go to Megoli/an, by the Way of Cardabar. 
Continually een with the Remorſe I felt, for ha- 
ving 12 the Houſe of Aöderaim with ſo little Rea- 
fon, I abandoned my Comrades, who. would not fol - 
low me, and put myſelf into this new Troop, who 
were much ſuperior to thoſe whom ] quitted. 


We ſet out together for that City, and after ha- 
ving paſſed through all the Places we met with in our 
Rout, in which we got a great deal of Money : We 
arrived at laſt within five Miles of Candabar, from 

whence 
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whence I had been abſent almoſt two Years; here 1 
took my Leave of my Directreſs, promiſing to rejoin 
them in a little Lime, tho* I had in Reality no In- 
tention to do it. I entered into that City alone, and 
went directly to the Houſe of Abderiam : But was in- 
formed by ſome of his Neighbours, who did not know 
me, that he had been gone ſrom thence more than

=, WAS ſized with extream Grief at 
mie hearing that my Father was not at 
N S Candahar ; I made a hundred Reflecti-

impoſſible for me to find any Remedy, I reſolved to 
return to our Directreſs, hoping that in the Courſe of 
our Journies I might meet with Abderiam : But before 
IT departed from Candahar, I went to a back Door 
that belonged to our Houſe, which opened in a ſecret 
manner, known to no Body but my Father and myſelf, 
by which means I entered, and ſaw all the Furniture 
and Moveables, in the ſame order they were when I 
went away, I found upon the Table in my Father's 
Chamber, a Paper in which he had written, Ingrateful 
Mouiad 7s the Cauſe of my Death.

the Effet of a Dream. We zre throughly perſuaded 
(replied the Sultanrs) that Mouiad ſpeaks the Truth to 
the beſt of his Knowledge ; but it ſeems moit likely 
that Abderiam imagiried all his Hiſtory only to give 
himſelf an Air of Diſtinction among his Neighbours, at 
Candahar.

2 UR Prophet then lifted me up by the 


7 Lock of Hair, which we always 
keep on our Heads, and tranſported 
N me inſtantly before a magnificent 
$68 Fabrick of white Pearl, the Door 

was of Umeralds, and the Lock of 
Gold; this Edifice was of ſo extra- 
ordinary a Bigneſs, that the Prophet aſſured me, that 
when all the Men, and all the Angels were aſſembled

&rajn) to give you a Detail of all the Wonders I ſaw 
in thoſe happy Days; but that which ſtruck me very 
much, was the Sight of one of thoſe Virgins with 
black Eye-brows, who came out of Pavillion, juſt 
as we paſſed by it: She looked upon us very fixedly 
for ſome Time, and then fell a Laughing, which gave 
us an Opportunity of ſeeing her Teeth, which ſhone

devoured by Tygers, as you walked by the Sca-ſide,

Brrore I had Time to anſwer ſo polite a Com- 
pliment as I ought, the whole Ship's Crew gave a 
Shout of Joy, in Token of their approving what 
their Officer had ſaid, and immediately came to pay 
me their Homage.

I am going to ſatisfy your Curioſity (ſaid the Inman} 
and after having ſhewn all the Sultanas, that the 
Signet of the Sultan was intire, he opened the Pack- 
et, and read the following Words. Let the Name of 
our great Prophet be praiſed, and may his Religion ex- 
tend from Caf to Caf, it was he who revealed to me a 
Part of what has fince happened in the Serail, before 
he ſeparated me from my dear Sultanas. The Sultan of 
Ormuz, 2vho has a perfect Love for the Princeſs Ack ſou,

Draw near my Lord, ſaid Cothrob, to Prince Ca- 
gan-Can, and receive from my Hand, the Princeſs 
whom Oguz has given you to Wiſe : Tho' Modeſty 
would not permit her e to diſcover the tender 
Sentiments ſhe had, for ſo great and ſo lovely a Mo- 
ther, ſhe may to Day without a Bluſh, confeſs, that 
your Perſon 1s extreamly dear to her, 


CAZAN-CAN, as well as the other Princes, was 
ſo much aſtoniſhed at-what had juſt paſſed, that they 
thought it rather the Effects of a Dream, than a 
Reality; but the an who penetrated the very Depth 
of their Hearts, ſoon drew them out of that Error, 
It is not an Illuſion as you imagine it to be my Lords, 
(ſaid he to them) the King of Ormux, may if he 
trinks fit, inſtantly become the Husband of the Prin- 
ceſs of Guzarat, If I will (cryed Cazan-Can?) Ah! 
mighty Sage, you are truly ſenſible of the Violence 
of my Love, nor can you be ignorant that I ſhall 
die with Grief if the lovely Ach hu, expreſſes the leaſt 
Repugrance to my Happineſs. 


Very far from it, (reply'd ſhe modeſtly) I dare 
now aflure you, that 1 could never have known Hap- 
pineſs, if the Orders of the Sultan my Father, had 
not accorded with the real Sentiments of my Heart, 
he Sultan of Ormug was tranſported with Joy, at fo 
kind and natural a Declaration, he made the utmoſt 
Ackrowledgment for ſo vaſt a Favour, and kiſſed 
the Princefles Hand with the greateſt Reſpect imagin- 
able, and the man performed the Ceremony of Mar- 
riage upon the Spot, which being done, he informed 


the Company that ke muſt go on to read the reſt of the

Saba went and took Maud by 
the Hand, Behold (faid ſhe) this is the Succeffor 1 
give the Sultan; the ipoke theſe Words with ſo ſhock- 
ing an Aſſurance, that the four Sultaras were cx- 
treamly provoked ; I ſhall very little Regard, con- 
tinued ſhe, the Morals of Ogz, ſince T am going to 
quit this diſmal Place; nor am I afraid to ſay, that 
it was always hateful to me; and if the Authority of 
the Sultan had not detained me, I had never ſtaid for 
his Death, and much leſs ſince. 


Tur Sultanas were going to reproach Goz/-Saba 
in the ſtrongeſt Terms, for her abominable Behaviour, 
but Cothrob prevented them. Let her alone (ſaid he) 
and be contented, it is a ſufficient Puniſhment that 
ſhe is thus permitted to diſhonour herſelf, having ſaid

JAKOTHROB having executed without 
any Diſpute, the Deſire of Gaul. Saba, 
W4 as we are at preſent (cry'd ſhe) all 
well contented, I ſuppoſe that my Son 
and I, with both our Spouſes, may 
be permitted to go out of this honour- 
able Priſon ? Nothing hinders you, (anſwered the 
Iman) if the Sultan of Guzarat gives you Permif- 
ſion. I ſuppoſe, replyed the Spouſe of Maſſoud, 
Schirin 1s too juſt, ws. too good natured to oppoſe 
it: We are not certain what his Intentions may 
be, ſaid Corhrob, and as we are drawing near to a new 
Part of this odd Story, you will ſoon ſee the Perſon 
on whom your Fate depends. He had no ſooner ſpoke 
theſe Words, than the Door opened, which led from 
the Moſque to the Hall, and Oguz came into the 
midſt of the Aſſembly, ; 


Ir is impoſſible to repreſent perfectly, the dif- 
ferent Emotions the Sultanas felt. If the four eldeſt 
were touched with Raptures of Joy, at the Sight of 
what they only took for the Phantaſm of that dear 
Husband, whom they ſo long, and ſo ſincerely mourn-

the looſe kind of Life, into which you have entered 
« yourſelf, thou Daughter of a common Woman, and 
« former Miſtreſs of a Player, who art this Day be- 
„ come the Spouſe of a Man of the fame Profeſſion; 
« £0, and exerciſe a Trade that ſuits your —_ 
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« and for which you were born, and finiſh your un- 
* fortunate Days with your unworthy Son, on a 
«© Theatrical Throne, fince you have not deſerved to 
* finiſh them on that of Guzarar, 


« Axp you wiſe Cothrok, whoſe Power I know 
* extends to every Thing, oblige me by taking for 
« ever from my Eyes theſe Objects, whoſe Preſence 
* diſturbs the Peace of my Mind, and irritate me to 
*« Paſhon; let them with the reſt of the Troop. whom

s for you, Sultan of Ormuz, (ſaid 

21 Oguz, addrefling himſelf to that Prince) 
CY you, who have ſo viſibly experienced 
I the Bounty of our great Prophet; I 
give Ack/ou unto you, with as much 
Pleaſure as Cot hrob did before, who by 
the Power he is endowed with, aſſured me, ſhe would 
be perfectly happy, with ſo good, and fo —— 2 
Monarch. With Regard to the Prince of Viſapour, 
and his illuſtrious Spouſe, IJ ought to make many Ex- 
cuſes for detaining them ſo long in this Place, which 
the Power of Cothrob made appear to them to be en- 
chanted. But whenever they are inclined to take 
their Journey to Viſapour, this illuſtrious Philoſopher, 
Nephew to the great Alroamat, and who, after ha- 
ving reigned in China, quitted his Throne to his 
Children, and in order, that he might enjoy himſelf, 
cauſed them to be tranſported to the ſeveral Eſtates 
he deſigned for them. 


ALL the Princes and Princeſſes preſent, made the

let you Taſte that of the Fountain call'd Halmat, 
which the great Monarch of Houlcarnein ſought in 
vain, and of which the Prophet Ke4:r drank for 
a long Time, and became immortal; but that Fa- 
your was afforded but to a very ſmall Number of 
particular Perſons.

Proofs that I have no deſire to Reign.“ 


% No, 
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« No, my Son (replied Ogux, interrupting him) 
© I will never conſent to that Demand; I am fo 
thoroughly perſuaded of the Integrity of your 
Heart, that I will abſolutely have you ſhare the 
Empire with me. Riſe, therefore, for it is not 
«© proper for a Sultan to be in a Poſture you are, and 
obey me for the laſt Time without Reply”.

SCHIRIN, at this new Command, roſe up, and 
after having in the moſt reſpectful Manner kiſſed 
the Hand of Ogax, that good Father tenderly em- 
braced him, and deſired Cothrob to make known to 
his Subjects the Dignity to which he had juſt exalted 
that Prince, 


THz Iman immediately gave his Orders to the 
Prime Vizier, to publiſh it the next Day: It is not to 
be conceived, with what extream Pleaſure the Peo- 
ple of Cambaze receiv'd this News, which they teſ- 
tified by a thouſand Cries of Joy; and all the Prin- 
ces and Princeſſes, after having been entertained for 
more than a Month at a magnificent Feaſt, which was

Ackfou, Karabag, Albaert, Gulendam, and Aboul- 
am, to Ormuz; and every one elſe, with their re- 
ſpective Spouſes, to their own Homes. Ogaz, with 
his four Sultanas, lived in a continual State of un- 
envied Happineſs and Joy, to an extream old Age. 
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
